Despite tho combined efforts of the 
authorities of two counties, to capture

The convict w'as traced to the cabin 
of 
Charles 
Wade, 
near 
Cascade, 
Maryland, who told the officers that 
the hunted man had been there* sev­ 
eral days previous and had left a 
shotgun 
with 
Wade. 
Shockey is 
said to be carrying 
two 
revolvers 
.with a large supply of ammunition. 
Admit* Seeing Man 
Wade told the Pennsylvania officers, 
who were aeeomoanied 
by 
several 
deputy sheriffs of W ashington coun­ 
ty, Maryland, that Shockey appeared 
at his home in company with one of ( 
the Crilley boys, notorious family of j 
the Beartown section. 
During a drinking bout on the first j 
floor of the Wade home, Shockey who J 
was uostairs is said to have fired his 
gun through the floor narrowly m iss-1 
ing one of the drinkers. 
When he 
left his home, Wade said, Shockey de- j 
elated that he would not bs? taken J 
alive and intimated that he would 
fight to the last bullet, if surround­ 
ed by state officers. 
He left his prison garb 
at

Wade home and this was taken to 
Waynesboro by the police officer*. It | 
is believed that because Shockey has I 
terroricd the residents of the moun- j

The admission from the men was only 
wrung from them after much persua­ 
sion, Shockey’s threats having done 
much to intim idate the timid. 
With the general whereabouts of 
the plan fairly established it is only 
a m atter of time before he is cap­ 
tured, state officers said today.
